The scripture for the message is taken 
from Philippians 3:9, 10, 20. From the 
9th verse we are found in Christ, and in 
the 10th is the blessed and sweet fellow- 
ship with Christ. The 20th is “our con- 
versation is in heaven; from whence also 
we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” In this blessed epistle there are 
some of the most remarkable and out- 
standing truths contained in the entire 
Book of God. It is the happy epistle be- 
cause in it sin is never mentioned. It con- 
tains glorious and wondrous truths that 
will cause you to live that happy and 
glorious life in Christ Jesus, after receiv- 
ing the baptism of the blessed Holy 
Ghost, and only then will this Christ 
life be lived in power and the beauty of 
His holiness. Oh praise God for these 
rich truths in this epistle for our lives in 
these closing days just before Jesus comes. 

There are four chapters in this epistle: 

1. We have the life in Christ. 

2. We have the life like Christ. 

3. We have the Christlike life. 

4. Life in the power of Christ. 

May I say to you again out of my 
heart of all spiritual concern for your life 
in Christ, these truths can only be lived 
by the baptism and power of the Holy 
Ghost in your life. Have you received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost? If not, will 
you tarry until you are baptized with 
power from on high. 

This fourth chapter is the power chap- 
ter. In the first chapter you have the 
principle of life, Christ in us. In the sec- 
ond chapter you have the pattern of life 
in Christ Himself. The third chapter con- 
tains the glorious prospect, the looking 
for Christ. The fourth chapter is the pro- 
visions of life. ““God shall supply all your 
need according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus.” 

Here in this blessed epistle we have 
Christ which is the object of the believer, 
the soul who has prayed through, and 
been baptized with the Holy Ghost. He 
captures, captivates and controls him. As 
we think of these things, may God ask 
us if the Christ captured all. Everything 
that I have? Is it laid on the altar of sac- 
rifice? The least little thing I withhold 
hinders the work of the Lord. 

Then, as you go on, you remember that 
first, the death of Christ is the ground of 
a believer’s position. Then, you see the 
presence of Christ, the believer’s ob- 
ject of service. Then, the coming of 
Christ, the believer’s purified hope. Oh 
glory to God. Praise His holy name for- 
ever. Every child of God who has this 
hope will lay everything on the altar and 
purifiy himself, and let the blessed Holy 
Ghost fall on him or her as they tarry for 
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the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Oh may I 
ask you for Jesus’ sake, if you have not 
received the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
will you drop to your knees and there 
stay until you receive the power from on 
high.

sented in Him. Yes, my dearly beloved, 
we are cleansed by the blood and accepted 
in Him. Found in Christ, the blessed pres- 
ence of nearness! Oh, my dearly beloved, 
have you Christ within? Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since you believed? 
I pray so; if not, again I entreat you to 
tarry until the good sweet blessed Holy 
Ghost falls upon you, then you can know 
in blessed assurance that just as sure as 
Moses was in the cleft of the rock, so are 
you happy in Christ. 


The question is found in Genesis 3:9 
and the answer in Philippians 3:9. Where 
art thou in thy spiritual life? You may 
have begun the year with Christ but 
where art thou this day?

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THE PRACTICAL HANDBOOK 
FOR MINISTERS

Inasmuch The word “inasmuch” is used only seven times in 
the entire Bible, however in most cases it carries with it great 
significance. It carries with it the thought of a reason or an 
answer to “such being the case.” Especially do we like to think 
of the word in connection with Matt. 25:40, “Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” There are few people who claim any 
degree of Christian faith who would not have liked to have 
the opportunity to administer to Jesus in person, or perhaps 
if they could know He were Jesus, would like to administer 
to Him now in person. But we are told that there are many 
ways that we can administer to Him, 
though we may not know at the time 
that it is to Him. There are many 
wonderful opportunities for Christian 
work. Especially is it the spirit of 
Christ and of Christianity to adminis- 
ter to needs, to help those who are un- 
able to help themselves. It has been 
said in the face of the text quoted that 
the words were meant primarily for 
the Jews, but since the Bible said “the 
least,” suppose we let it be the least, 
and if it means the least, then it means 
those who are poor, who are unfor- 
tunate, who are underprivileged, and 
who need special care at the hands of 
others. 

Perhaps the text did not primarily 
mean fatherless and motherless chil- 
dren and yet it takes in those. There 
certainly was none that Jesus cared 
more for when He was upon the earth than for the little ones, 
for it was He who said, “Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not, for of such is the kingdom of God.” 
Again, “Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not enter there- 
in.” Thus is the citizenship of heaven ascribed to the little ones, 
and Christ Himself paid particular attention to them, there- 
fore, the injunction “inasmuch” as ye have done it unto the 
least of these” certainly might be applicable to them. 

The care of orphan children is within itself added into the 
plan of salvation. Though salvation itself is not dependent upon 
work, works go hand in hand with it, for the plan is a working 
plan. It was the apostle James, the great exponent of faith 
being proven by works, who said, “Pure religion and undefiled

Not 
having been in the Church but a few 
years at that time, and having but little 
knowledge of the orphanage work, it was 
not understood why we were being given 
the unexpected consideration for such 
duties.

In response to the telephone call, we 
drove to Cleveland the following day 
where we met the Orphanage Committee, 
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In a few days we were advised by tele- 
phone again that our proposition had re- 
ceived favorable consideration and would 
possibly be accepted and to come to 
Cleveland immediately. But this time it 
had dawned upon us that this work car- 
ried many duties and _ responsibilities 
which might overtax our capacity, and 
hope was entertained that something 
would happen by which we would not 
have to accept the work. However, a few 
little matters were adjusted at home and 
soon we were in Cleveland alert to the 
situation and still hoping that something 
would happen by which we could con- 


scientiously decline to accept the work. 

By previous arrangement, the Commit- 
tee was to meet us at the Boys’ Farm. We 
rather hoped that the brethren would not 
be there which would give us ample rea- 
son to return to our home. But the breth- 
ren were right there, in that same courte- 
ous frame of mind and spirit, which they 
manifested from the beginning of our ac- 
quaintance. Instead of reading and de- 
livering a lengthy code of rules and reg- 
ulations by which the Home was to be 
operated as we had expected and in which 
we had hoped we could find sufficient 
fault to justify the Committee to decline 
to accept us, we soon found ourselves 
imploring the blessings of God in a good 
season of prayer with these good men. 
After prayer the brethren said, “Brother 
Eller, we will be seeing you often,” and 
drove away. They made that statement 
good; they did see us often and were 
such a blessing to us. 

It was soon realized that a great respon- 
sibility was ours; that to live good, set 
examples, and discipline a large number 
of boys from various kinds of homes and 
with as many dispositions, would require 
the help of divine power. Besides the 
work to be done was not an easy task. In 
addition to these responsibilities, we suf- 
fered the most bitter and heartbreaking 
experience of our lives, the first year, in 
the death of our baby daughter, age four 
years. The enemy took advantage of this 
situation and tried to make us believe that 
we were out of our places and should re- 
turn to our home in North Carolina. But 
in this severe trial and in many others, 
which true Christianity suffers, the God 
of peace was our stay and helped to solve 
our problems.

Sometimes for days they would have 
nothing to eat except parched corn. Then 
there were the long marches, cold and 
danger, the uncertainty of life. Oh! it 
takes a heroic heart to be a good soldier; 
one also needs endurance. Paul said, “‘En- 
dure.” That means to bear up; keep a 
courageous heart under hardships. 


We hear and read the reports of the 
wars in other countries, which fill our 
hearts with sympathy for those dear peo- 
ple. We lift our hearts with appreciation 
to our heavenly Father for the freedom 
we have in America. We are not being 
compelled to serve as soldiers in an army 
against other nations. It is with thankful 
hearts that we have enlisted in the great 
army of the Lord, not fighting flesh 
and blood, but fighting the power of 
darkness, wickedness in high places. 
Thank God, we are not aiming our efforts 
against any people or nation to effect 
their destruction, but rather we are en- 
forcing our efforts together for the bene- 
fit of all the world. Jesus said, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to.every creature.” But say! it takes a 
good soldier, one who is able to bear up 
under hardships, to serve well in the 
Lord’s army. We are not to look for too 
much ease. “Shall I be carried to the skies 
on flowery beds of ease, while others 
fought to stem the tide and sail through 
bloody seas?” Oh no, I must fight if I 
shall win, and fighting means hardships; 
labor means toil. 


How badly a great host of stalwart 
soldiers are needed in God’s army, those 
with courageous hearts, _ self-sacrificing 
spirits, those who are capable of endur- 
ance and are not afraid of hardships, those 
who are willing to deny self; soldiers with 
the oak’s resistance. It takes God about 
one hundred years to grow an oak, but 
only two months to grow a squash. But 
when the oak is completed it has a mighty 
resisting and enduring ability, which the 
squash does not possess. I’m afraid we have 
a number of so-called soldiers who re- 
semble the squash when it comes to the 
endurance of hardships. Paul gave “long- 
suffering” as one of the fruits of the 
Spirit. Oh, for soldiers who can be calm, 
composed, and faithful right under the 
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severe tests of a soldier’s life. 

When nations send soldiers out to 
service they have them eqipped for battle 
with a special armor. They are not sent 


out half shod. How much more do the . 


people of God need a defense to combat 
against the enemy. An armor is that 
which is put on for a defense. Paul said, 
“Put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil. For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against spir- 
itual wickedness in high places. Where- 
fore take unto you the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to withstand in 
the evil day, and having done all, to 
stand. Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; And your 
feet shod with the preparation of the

God’s will must be done in us before it 
can be done by us. 
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I believe Webster says 
“perspective” is represent- 
ing something as it appears 
to the eye, therefore, if my 
perspective isn’t in harmony 
with your view, don’t let it 
jeopardize your opinion, as 
your view may have better 
equilibrium than mine. 

In this modern time, when the world is 
going through a unique crisis, with the 
words of dictators and heads of democ- 
racies talking of reshaping the continents 
and the world into a new order, somehow 
a reshaping or remodeling came to my 
spiritual philosophy, that is, something 
definite to take place that would make a 
new era in my endeavor for sponsoring 
the Lord’s work. It is human na- 
ture to get in the rut of least 
resistance, to just plod along 
aimlessly, no goal to lead us on, 
and before we know it our serv- 
ices are worthless, and our ac- 
complishments of no value to 
ourselves and the work we are 
trying to put across. I must now 
get to the core of what I am try- 
ing to explain: 

Several years ago, while at- 
tending Marshall College, I came 
into contact with some Church 
of God folks, as we both were 
attending some services of a 
Pentecostal body holding a tent 
meeting in that city. These folk 
invited me to their services in 
another part of the city where I 
attended quite frequently while 
there in college. I had been filled 
with the Holy Ghost _ several 
years before this and belonged to 
a certain Pentecostal movement, 
a very fine movement, and I had 
built up a fine fellowship with 
this group of people, which I 
thought was about the only 
sénsible and sane Holy-Ghost- 
filled people in existence. 

As time went on, (and we so 
often hear England say time is on 
her side in the great conflict 
with Nazi Germany; well, I 
guess time was on my side) I 
was permitted to attend many 
Church of God meetings, which I en- 
joyed, because the vital connection of 
Almighty God found an overflow with 
these people, for they taught and PRAC- 
TICED manifestations of the Spirit. I 
had about become educated to the idea 
that those things called manifestations 
were fleshly emotionalism, or to put it 
plainer, unlearned folks who didn’t know 
any better. I had yet to learn that God’s 
Great Spirit finds its overflow in the life 
of the illiterate and uncultured just as 
much as the one with the degrees from 
the portals of the modern university, 
yes, and I say a thousand times more, for 
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those who have learned man’s philosophy 
generally know nothing of what God has 
in store for them. So many times the 
training of the mind has ruined the soul, 
because it may take out every tinge of 
soul-training acquired at the family al- 
tar, which is replaced by the use of the 
test tube in the chemistry class. May God 
help us to see the difference of analyzing 
material things with the test tube, and 
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getting our souls equipped for immortal 
glory. Hallelujah, we don’t have to know 
our A B C’s to get in possession of the all- 
important thing—salvation, that brings 
something into our lives that makes 
us a peculiar people. Are you peculiar? I 
am trying to get a little more peculiar 
to the world every day. That is why I am 
with the Church of God. Well, let me 
get my subject again, You may have to 
excuse me for explaining events apper- 
taining to my subject. 

I had been nurtured to the accusation 


that these folks called “tthe Cleveland 
people” were fanatic, and their work 


would soon blow over, be- 
cause so much of their doc- 
trine was unscriptural, and 
the more enlightened folks 
would refrain from being 
associated with them. 

D _ The beauty of this salva- 

: tion makes us honest-heart- 
ed, and to face the facts as God wants us 
tc, therefore, I found myself among a pe- 
culiar people that was teaching the doc- 
trine that made us peculiar, and why not, 
instead of compromising with the world 
for popularity, just become a little more 
peculiar each day, so the world can see 
Jesus in us? I knew that precisely what I 
was teaching about getting more of the 
power of the Almighty in our lives, and 
getting rooted and grounded in 
spiritual display, was contrary 
to the formal church, to my pro- 
fession as a teacher in the public 
schools, and to many of my as- 
sociates in the gospel. 

I began to analyze this fanati- 
cism spoken of among the Cleve- 
land people, by other movements. 
When I attended their meetings, 
a free spirit was there, coming 
right down from Glory. Now I 
did not have to ask any associates 
where this power came from, for 
I knew, because I had _ been 
hooked on the line to Glory, and 
the electricity flowed directly 
from the source. Of course, I 
don’t mean that all these folks 
were true Christians and that 
there was not imitation, for you 
will find that anywhere and in 
any tye of procedure we may 
undertake. The point with me, 
is, were these folks carrying- on 
a sane ministry and work fully 
anointed with the power of God? 
I am fully persuaded they are. 

I did not want to appease my- 
self to the fact that this great 
salvation was only to the more 
informed. Because folks did not 
have a chance to get a high edu- 
cation, does not mean they are 
not bright. Why, my father and 
mother had little opportunity 
for acquired learning and I have 
spent most of my life in school, and 
they had more common sense than I can 
ever have. I don’t guess they ever failed 
God like I have, because I have allowed 
little puny so-called psychology of man 
to take the place of God in my life, when 
I should have been on my knees saying, 
Lord, give me more of that old time re- 
ligion, instead of a grade of “A” on that 
“math. exam.” Don’t get discouraged if 
you are unlearned. Just bubble over with 
more power and you are safe. 


My perspective tells me this of the

EVENING POST, issue of November 30: 

“Last August a little-known American 
diplomat suddenly made _ international 
headlines. Mr. John Cudahy, the return- 
ing American Ambassador to Belgium, 
told London newspaper men that EIGHT 
MILLION Belgiums will be threatened 
by starvation next winter unless food can 
be obtained from the outside. . . . Ever 
since the Germans broke into the low 
countries, Red Cross officials and the 
relief workers of the American Quakers 
have predicted famine in Europe, unani- 
mously and publicly.” 

“Nor were Mr. Cudahy’s figures par- 
ticularly pessimistic. Former President 
Hoover, the world’s leading expert on 
war relief, has said repeatedly that about 
TWENTY MILLION Europeans will 
face starvation during the coming win- 
ter.” 

“The American Friend’s Service Com- 
mittee talks of a hunger threat to some 
THIRTY-FIVE MILLION PEOPLE in 
Belgium, Holland, Norway, Poland and 
unoccupied France. Private investiga- 
tors add another FIVE MILLION for oc- 
cupied France.” 

Whenever a ship or clipper arrives from 
Europe the New York papers print inter- 
views in which returning medical or re- 
lief experts speak of wholesale famine in 
Europe. The following excerpt from the 
New York Herald Tribune of September 
10 is a fair example: “Doctor Stokes, a 
professor of pediatrics at the University 
of Pennsylvania, who had toured France 
for the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, warned that THREE MILLION 
French children would desperately need 
milk this winter, and that failure of 
France to obtain vitamins before Christ- 
mas would mean the death of more boys 
and girls than the 1,357,800 men France 
lost in the World War.” The above quo- 
tations from a magazine so conservative 
as the SATURDAY EVENING POST 
should make every child of God fully 
aware of the evident and clear fulfill- 
ment of Jesus’ words, “THERE WILL 
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LEAVES FROM THE FIG TREE 


An Interpretation of Current Events in the Light of Holy Prophecy

Associated Press dispatches from Ru- 
mania tell of the wilfull slaughter of 
thousands of people for their political 
and religious convictions. The most con- 
servative estimate is that at least TWO 
THOUSAND JEWS WERE SLAIN 
SIMPLY BECAUSE THEY WERE 
JEWS. Censorship forbids all except the 
most meagre details of the turmoil in 
that unhappy land. Civil and _ religious 
liberties have long since been taboo in 
that country. 

“Oslo, Norway, Nov. 29— 
Freemasonry was prohibited today in Ger- 
man-occupied Norway in a decree by 
Major Vidkun Quisling, Norwegian Nazi 
Fuehrer, which set penalties for members 
slow to quit, and converted the order’s 
headquarters into a museum. Masons who 
had resigned before last April 9, when the 
Germans moved in, may have full stand- 
ing in the National Unity Party, it de- 
clared, but other former. Masons must 
wait for three probationary years for ad- 
mission to full standing.” 

The foregoing dispatch reveals all too 
clearly the hand of the so-called ‘““Mother 
Church” which has ever been a militant 
foe of the Masonic order. Masonry, while 


_not a religion, has ever been a potent 


force in civilization and has long with- 
stood.the persecution of the Roman 
Church. Of coursé, Masonry has been 
outlawed in Italy and other Roman-con- 
trolled countries for years. IF THE 
SPIRIT OF ANTICHRIST WILL DIC- 
TATE TO WHAT SECRET ORDERS 
ONE MAY BELONG, IT CAN BE 
IMAGINED WHAT CHURCH WILL 
RECEIVE THE FAVORS AT HIS 
HANDS. 

“Haifa, Palestine, Nov. 25— 
The refugee steamer Patria, packed to 
the gunwales with 1,771 wandering, 
homeless Jews, exploded and capsized in 
Haifa harbor today with an undeter- 
mined but heavy loss of life. The refugees 
who had sought illegally to settle in 
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Palestine, had been placed aboard for 
transportation to some other British 
colony. They had been aboard the ship 
since Thursday, waiting to start their 
voyage as soon as the Mediterranean was 
safe to travel upon.” 

“Berlin, November 25. — Approxi- 
mately 500,000 Jews tomorrow will be- 
gin a new life behind an eight-foot con- 
crete wall built by Germans to enclose 
the ghetto district of Warsaw, dispatches 
from the former Polish capitol reported 
tonight. By German decree, all Jews in 
Warsaw have been required to take up 
residence in the ghetto, which lies in the 
central district of the city, and it has 
become overcrowded, with as many as 
seven persons living in one room in some 
buildings. The Jews have been busy tak- 
ing their belongings and their business 
properties within the Warsaw wall. The 
wall, unusual in modern times, surrounds 
100 or more city blocks and closes off 
200 streets and even street car lines. The 
Warsaw lines report from Radom that 
another ghetto has been founded there 
and the Jewish population ordered to take 
up residence within it. The same paper 
reports that the main post office in Kra- 
kow has been denied to the Jews and 
that they must go to suburban branches. 
In the Warsaw ghetto, they left 18 en- 
trances open but all persons who wish 
to leave or enter must have a special 
permit.” The above news article brings 
again forcibly to our minds the terrible 
heart-rending of the Jew in the world 


today. SURELY THE SHADOW OF 
“JACOB’S TROUBLE” IS UPON 
THEM. 

“Budapest, Nov. 25—New and 


heavy earthquake shocks spread new 
havoc through Rumania’s oil fields, it 
was reported tonight, with the villages 
of Pierna and Caprie suffering the heavi- 
est damage.” STILL GOD SHAKES THE 
EARTH AND STILL THE PEOPLE 
GO UNHEEDING. “Because I have

The storerooms for 
canned goods, such as beans, tomatoes, 
pickles, and fruits, have been filled to the 
brim. Besides the farm produce the stock 
has greatly increased. The herd of more 
than forty beautiful Jersey cattle and the 
nice hogs make a beautiful stock-farm 
picture. Last year the farm raised the 
largest hog in its history, weighing about 
eight hundred pounds. Barns and other 
facilities for taking care of produce are 
sadly lacking but are expected to be ade- 
quately provided on the new Boys’ Farm, 


Miss Genia Wiley of Atlanta, Georgia, 
is the present matron of the Girls’ Home. 
She was matron of the Children’s Home 
for twenty months, from October 1, 
1933, to June 15, 1935. Miss Wiley was 
called back to the service of the Church 
of God Orphanage November 13, 1939, 
and has continued in its service since. 

She has had many years’ experience in 
welfare work and is well-qualified for the 
position she occupies. She has a thorough 
knowledge of the workings of the Church 
of God, having attended its Assemblies 
since the 14th Annual Assembly which 
passed the resolution providing for a home 
for the orphans. She succeeded Sister At- 
well of Manatee, Florida, who resigned to 
return to her home there.

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Working For the Orphans

| WAS my privilege to attend the 
General Assembly in 1919, at which 
time the duty of caring for the orphans 
was introduced; and from the time the 
matter was mentioned, the Spirit of God 
seemed to sweep over us with wave after 
wave of glory. Well do I remember how 
tears literally streamed 
from the eyes of the 
entire congregation. 
The personal presence 
and approval of the 
Holy Ghost was so 
real that no one was in 
doubt as to whether 
the move was of God 
| or not. 

As for myself, I 
was known by but 
few people outside the 
state of Florida, as my ministry had been 
chiefly among the rural people of the 
northern part of that state. Being a very 
poor preacher, and they, being not too 
flushed with money, I found it almost 
impossible, as a young minister, to create 
any surplus; but as the Holy Ghost began 
to deal with me and I endeavored to say 
“Amen” within my heart, I was surprised 
when He said, “Pledge $25.00.” But since 
I had said “Amen” to His will and He 
had suggested the amount, I joined the 
happy throng with this pledge. If my 
memory serves me right, I think that this 
was more than I had ever received in any 
one month since I had been in the work 
of the Lord; but He who had inspired 
the pledge would not let me down and 
He worked it out so that I could give 
the $25.00. I can truthfully say that I 
have never made an investment from 
which I have drawn greater dividends. 


Now today as I go in and out among 
these happy, bright youngsters and see 
their smiling faces, hear their songs, shake 
their little hands, and think what the 
Church has meant to them, by providing 
them a home, and what it will mean to 
them by providing them education and 
training, qualifying them for a future 
life of happiness and service, making it 
possible for them to face the problems 
of life with a good Christian training so 
essential to a life of influence and use- 
fulness, I trust that the Lord will make 
it possible for us to continue to work for 
and boost the orphanage work. 


Many of you are, no doubt, saying that 
you would like to do something for the 
Lord. Well, this is a golden opportunity. 
You may not be able to preach; you may 
not be a musician; but there is one thing 
you can do: you can help the Church 
take care of these needy ones, help pro- 
vide more room for those who are look-

Answer: In view of the 17th verse, 
we have, “Whose fan is in his hand, and 
he will throughly purge his floor, and 
will gather the wheat into his garner; 
but the chaff he will burn with fire 
unquenchable.” There are many people 
who believe that this scripture refers to 
a reward for those who accept Christ and 
punishment for those who fail, that the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost is given 
to those who obey and that the others 
who disobey and reject will be burned 
with fire unquenchable. However, ac- 
cording to the 2nd chapter of Acts, there 
is a “like as of fire” experience which 
goes with the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. There is a heavenly fire and there 
is a literal fire and there is an eternal 
fire. Either answer to the question in- 
volved does not do away with the truth 
of the Bible concerning it, because hell 


awaits those who disobey the same as 
heaven is for those who are obedient, and 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost like- 
wise has a “like as of fire.” experience ac- 
companying it. 





Question: Who are the thieves and 
robbers referred to in John 10:8?—R. J. 

Answer: As is found in most cases, 
the explanation to this text is found in 
the context. In the 10th chapter of St. 
John, Jesus has referred to Himself as the 
Good Shepherd, and also to Himself as the 
door of the sheepfold. He has plainly 
stated that those who tried to climb up 
some other way, the same were thieves 
and robbers. In this case His explanation 
is directed at the hypocritical scribes and 
Pharisees who were trying to substitute 
their traditions and rituals for true re- 
ligion and had turned down Christ as 
their Messiah, therefore the application is 
to all who try to get into the way of 
life other than through the divine plan 
given by the Master. 


Question: Does Rev. 6:14-17; Isa. 
24:1-3; Jer. 4:23-26 mean that in a fu- 
ture time the earth will be without in- 
habitants and reduced to a mass of ruins? 
Also, is there scripture to prove that the 
thousand-year reign with Christ is on 
the earth and not in heaven?—B. J. P. 

Answer: We have before us two ques- 
tions. First, Rev. 6:14-17; Isa. 24:1-3; 
Jer. 4:23-26, all seem to refer to the time 
when God shall visit His wrath upon the 
children of Israel because of their diso- 
bedience. This time is known as the time 
of Jacob’s trouble, At the end of the 
tribulation period there will be certain 
physical changes in the earth such as 
the cleaving of the Mount of Olives, the 
moving of the hills, etc., that the places 
be made smooth and plain, preparatory 
to the kingdom of heaven which is to 
be established upon the earth. The ex- 
pression “the earth emptied” means as 
far as Israel is concerned. Read the re- 
maining part of Isaiah 24 and it will be 
found that the city of Jerusalem is left 
in desolation, destroyed again, that the 
people of Israel are left no mirth and to 
mourn. If they were completely annihi- 
lated, there would be no mourning. The 
same is true of Jeremiah 4. The entire 
chapter must be read to know the facts. 
The reason no men are found in the 
earth will be found in verse 29. “The 
whole city shall flee for the noise of the 
horsemen and the bowmen; they shall 
go into thickets, and climb up upon the 
rocks.” So Israel flees when the city is 
destroyed. The cities have become deso- 
late of the Jewish inhabitants because of 
their fear. All these scriptures refer to 
the tribulation and the time of Jacob’s 
trouble and the physical preparation of

the earth for the kingdom of God upon 
the earth. For scriptures further sub- 
stantiating this claim, please see Zech. 14: 
4, 8, 10; Isa. 7:5; Zech. 14:20; Ezek. 
47; Isa. 14:4. 

Now for an answer to the second ques- 
tion. In 2 Tim. 2:11, 12, we have these 
words, “It is a faithful saying: For if 
we be dead with him, we shall also live 
with him: If we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us.” This scripture gives a 
promise to those who suffer with and for 
Christ, that they shall reign with Him. 
In Rev. 5:10 we have in the song of the 
redeemed, these words, “And hast made 
us unto our God kings and priests: and 
we shall reign on the earth.” In Rev. 20: 
4, “And I saw thrones, and they sat up- 
on them, and judgment was given unto 
them: and I saw the souls of them that 
were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, 
and for the word of God, and which had 
not worshipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received his mark up- 
on their foreheads, or in their hands; and 
they lived and reigned with Christ a 
thousand years.” In these three scriptures 
we have these three facts presented: first, 
that we shall reign with Christ; second, 
that that reign with Him shall be upon 
the earth; third, that the duration of that 
reign will be one thousand years. The con- 
clusion is that we shall reign with Christ 
upon the earth a thousand years.
